Since it usually allows 
greek organizations or.a chemistry club to attend national 
coriventions, why shouldn't it allow the Gay and Lesbi- 
an Student Organization to do the same? - 


lf student senators have some reason for disliking 
homosexuals, so be it. Senators, like everyone else, are 
entitled to their opinions. But when these senators took - 
an oath of office to represent the best interests of UNO

“The Jan. 27 Gateway. article “Writer ¢ says ‘take another 
look at milk,’ presented a:negative view of dairy products 
and the industry that-produces them, suggesting dairy 
products have many dangerous health effects and that dairy 
advertising hides these dangers in favor of “ining some- 
one’s pocket.’”: 


Because the article contained several misleading state- - 


ments, we feel it necessary to set the record straight on the- 
important health benefits of dairy products. 
- The article stated that “milk consumption is being linked. 
to some of this country’s most predominant ailments.” Al- - 
lergies were mentioned as one, which usually tmeans-sen- 
sitivity to milk protein most commonly occurring in Infants - 
‘and disappearing by age two, According to.a 1975 study 
by &. Lebenthal, “there is evidence that milk allergy is over-" 
diagnosed and actually affects less than one perosnt of the 
nation’s infant population.” | 
Arthritis was also listed, a disease for which there is no 

known cause. In “Environmental Nutrition,” published in: 
4986, maintenance of desirable body weight and consump- 
tlon of a nutritionally balanced diet were recommended for 
patients with rheumatoid and osteoarthritis. The author said 

“eliminating dairy foods, the major source of calcium in the 
diet, could increase bone toss in arthritic patients, many of 
whom are elderly and already at risk of osteoporosis.”
